crease In wages applicable 
to all 


classifications of day labor and to all 
tonnage, 
yardage 
and dead work 


rates throughout the central com- 
petitive district (Illinois, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Western Pennsylvania), the 
six-hour day from bank to bank, five 
days per week, with time and a half 
for overtime and double time for all 
work on Sundays and holidays, and 
a weekly pay day. THe International

TO CORN BUSKERS 


Clinton, Sept. 24.—Farmers of De 


Witt county are already discussing 
the price which will be paid for 
shucking corn. 
Last fall with the war situation In 


relation to their help the conditions 
were unusual but It is believed that 
the problem of the corn raiser will 
not be BO great as It was In 1918 to 
secure help to Tjarvest the corn crop. 


The prices paid last year usually 
ran six cents a bushel with board 
for the shucker or seven cents a bush 
el If the worker boarded himself. 
If there should be still greater 


drops in the price of corn for No- 
vember and December delivery the 
farmers may not be Inclined to pay 
the price ruling last year but It Is 
believed that about the same rates 
will prevail as did a year ago.
